along."

gaining further experience in employee management in 
project oversight. He also oversees the daily operations 
of the individual wastewater treatment plants located at 
each school, of which there are three, and it was this direct 
experience that only McGrail had of the three finalists 
interviewed that day. McGrail has even been going up 
against the Department of Environmental Protection with 
similar issues as the Town of Marion has with the DEP. 
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"All that experience ... has guided me to the 
reality that what I want to be is a municipal manager," 
said McGrail. In fact, he added, the Sandwich town 
manager has helped McGrail in guiding his career path, 
and McGrail has earned an MMA-Suffolk Certificate in 
Local Government Leadership & Management. 

"Can you drive a trash truck?" Selectman John 
Waterman asked him, eliciting a chuckle amongst the 
selectmen of a town rife with trash truck woes. 

During his first 90 days as town administrator, 
McGrail said he would focus on "building a team" and 
developing relationships with department heads and 
the various boards and committees, both elected and 
appointed. 

"I'd develop a Monday morning meeting with 
key departments," McGrail said, as a way of planning 
ahead for each week. "I'm not going to say any ridiculous 
statement like I will make a lot of changes right away but 
what I want is to develop those relationships ... so, when 
we work together on these complex problems, we're all 
coming from the same side of the table." 

McGrail said he would also like to act fast to 
make the Town's website more robust with more in-depth 
information to foster transparency and he might even 
include a few podcasts for downloading. 

McGrail said he believes in open communication 
with the townspeople and said his door would "always be 
open." 

"At the end of the day you can't make everybody 
happy" McGrail said, "but you can listen to people's 
concerns, respond - even if it's just a quick email. ... It 
goes a long way I get complimented quite a bit on my 
responsiveness to emails and how accessible I am to 
people, and I think that helps people feel more confident. 

... Hear them out and listen to their concerns. 

Marion has some unique potential for business 
development, thinks McGrail, especially if mixed-use 
commercial and residential is embraced. 

"You don't want to lose 'Marion'; it's why people 
live here," McGrail commented - of course, he added, 
the wastewater treatment plant and the availability of 
municipal sewer to new business would have to be sorted 
first. 

"None of this stuff is going be quick fixes, but.

if we can show progress across the board, that would be 
great," said Waterman. 

After the interviews and with the board's 
employment consultant Bernie Lynch on hand, the 
decision to hire McGrail seemed imminent. 

"After listening to all three of them, I guess I 
would gravitate towards Jay as the most significant 
candidate," said Selectmen Chairman Norm Hills. "The 
presentation - he's done a lot of the things we need." 

"He came across stronger than he looked on 
paper," said Waterman. 

McGrail was initially overlooked as a finalist, but 
after one of the two finalists withdrew from consideration 
two weeks ago, the committee tasked with searching for 
a new town administrator revisited their short stack of 
qualifying applicants. 

Hills said he was impressed by McGrail, and 
Selectman Randy Parker added, "I kind of like Jay, myself. 
I think he's anxious to get into municipal government. It 
sounds like he's willing to learn." 

"Should we take a vote?" Hills asked. 

"Oh, definitely," said the eager-to-retire Town

Parker suggested setting up contract negotiations 
right away, because, "We have to make sure the steps 
are immediate. I'm not so sure, he might be a finalist in 
another town." 

Lynch confirmed that yes, indeed, McGrail has 
been chosen as a finalist for another town. 

"Let's call him," Dawson said, sounding even 
more eager. 

At that, vote to hire McGrail was swift and 
unanimous. 

The board also interviewed former Aquinnah 
Town Administrator Adam Wilson and Barnstable 
Treasurer Debra Blanchette. 

McGrail's employment is subject to successful 
contract negotiations that will begin on Thursday, April 11 
during an afternoon executive session.

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On April 3, the Finance Committee sat down with 
Administrator of Assessing Kathleen Costello, whose 
duties also include managing the information technology 
systems utilized by town departments. 

One major software package was discussed - 
Geographic Information System Mapping Technology, 
known as GIS. 

Costello said the program was being successfully 
used by the Building Department and the Accessor's 
Office. GIS integrates data allowing real-time information 
exchanges. She said that while staff members are out in 
the field performing various functions, GIS gives them 
timely critical data via handheld tablets. Also using the 
system with great success is the harbormaster's office, she 


added. 

The GIS costs around $24,500 Costello said. With 
the addition of the Board of Health and other upgrades, 
costs would rise to approximately $54,000. In-house 
technical expertise has been instrumental in keeping costs 
reasonable, she added, and Costello envisions a point in 
the future when the Police and Fire Departments might 
also be tied into the program. 

Also meeting with the Finance Committee on this 
night was Highway Superintendent Barry Denham. While 
a wide range of needs, projects, and projections were 
discussed, things got a bit bogged down when Denham 
brought up the maintenance needs of the Town Barn 
located on Mendell Road. 

Previous town meetings had appropriated 
funds for some items like new windows and wash down 
drainage, and some of the appropriations have been used 
while about $217,000 has not. According to Denham, 
a complete building improvement program that includes 
pending upgrades and other needed renovations were 
estimated at $600,000 by Cape Building Systems; however, 
FinCom didn't understand why the unspent money 
wasn't subtracted from that sum. 

"It important to cost the balance of the work," 
versus including work previously identified and 
appropriated. Town Administrator Michael Gagne said. 

Of road improvement projects for which the town 
had anticipated receiving Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation funding, Gagne said, "Most projects have 
been kicked into 2023." That included the village streets 
improvements proposed for Main, Water, and Beacon 
Streets. 

On April 5, the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen 
talked numbers holding a working meeting to discuss 
the ORR School Committee's proposal for a $2 million 
bonding request for improvements to outdoor athletic 
fields and the auditorium lighting, with Marion picking 
up 28 percent of the costs, Mattapoisett 34 percent, and 
Rochester 36 percent, figures based on student enrollment, 
according to Gagne. 

Gagne said it was necessary to have that request 
processed through Capital Planning and ranked with 
other needs presented on the 10-year investment plan. 
Selectman Jordan Collyer also questioned if the project

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had been cycled through the ORR capital needs process. 

There are still questions that need answering, 
said Gagne, and those questions will be sent to the ORR 
School Committee via letter. He plans on asking them to 
meet with the Capital Planning Committee to ascertain 
where this proposal ranks in the ORR Capital Plan. 

The Selectmen expressed concern that a project of 
this size would have a negative financial impact in spite 
of the shared costs. 

"It's a borrowing that will require a two-thirds 
vote," Gagne explained, saying that all three towns would 
have to agree. "My feeling is it is going to be a debt 
service," he stated, adding, "you do not have the capital 
in the levy to fund this." 

Mattapoisett Library Director Susan Pizzolato 
brought forward some library personnel needs, and she 
explained that the library and the community would 
benefit from the hiring of a paraprofessional, a position 
that had formally been part of the library structure, but 
was split into two part-time positions. She expressed 
the importance of service continuity, especially with 
needed computer upgrades and ongoing management of 
consumer accounts. 

"We have two floors and are open 43 hours a 
week," she said of the demands on her staff. "I'm not 
proposing to keep all my part-time positions," she 
explained, but she said needed to plan on how to best 
to serve a community with increasing needs. Part-time 
positions are currently paid $17.30 per hour. The full-time

Pizzolato also said that she wished to have the 
library open on Monday evenings to better serve the 
needs of the community. This would also allow the library 
to receive intra-library deliveries with greater expedience. 

Another department coming before the selectmen 
with personnel needs was Jacki Coucci, director of the 
Mattapoisett Council on Aging (COA). 

Coucci said the position of full-time 
Administrative Coordinator is still vacant, but that several 
strong resumes had been received. She also said that she 
wished to upgrade the front desk staffing from senior 
volunteers to a part-time staff member. Although the 
work performed by the seniors had been appreciated and 
well done, she expressed concerns that the discrepancies 
in skill levels made it difficult to provide adequate 
customer service. And while she wished to have at least 
one senior helping to staff the front desk, a professional 
part-time clerk was warranted, said Coucci. Hourly 
wages were estimated at $14,231. 

In other areas of the department, Coucci pointed 
out the increasing demand of COA services, especially for 
rides to medical appointments. 

Earlier in the evening, Carlos DaSousa, chairman 
of the Marine Advisory Board (MAB), presented a 
committee report intended to demonstrate how the 
Waterfront Enterprise Fund could support the hiring of a 
full-time harbormaster. 

The MAB drafted the FY20 budget that included 
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a full-time harbormaster, four part-time assistant 
harbormasters, one wharfinger, and expanded hours of 
service at approximately $183,450, an increase of $98,650 
from FY19, which DaSousa assured the selectmen could 
be funded by the enterprise fund. DaSousa 

explained that revenue for FY19 will come in at $223,517 
and FY20 projections should land at approximately 
$271,317. 

Selectman Paul Silva expressed concern that 50 
percent of the budget is salaries, "And that goes up every 
year, but fees don't go up every year," Silva said. 

The selectmen agreed that some staffing 
adjustments could bring down personnel costs. 

On the matter of staffing the new pump-out 
boat with costs for that operation being covered up to 75 
percent by the state, DaSousa said the town's share would 
be about $16,688. The issue of hiring additional staff 
was debated with Collyer, who said the new full-time 
harbormaster and their staff will be expected to perform 
those duties. 

"Part of the point was to get staff out on the 
water," Collyer said, adding that at the end of the first 
year, the MAB and Harbormaster could review staffing 
needs. 

Gagne said tracking expenses through the boating 
season would help to establish manpower needs. 

"Once we have a full-time harbormaster, we'll be 
eligible for grants," said Collyer. 

While wrapping up his comments, Gagne said a

meeting had been held with the Finance Committee and 
the Conservation Commission on the topic of adding new 
fees for services, and he confirmed that the town could do 
so without a local wetlands bylaw. 

According to Gagne, a 1997 state law allows 
cities and towns to set fees for specific services that 
benefited individuals. He said he would work with town 
counsel to develop a warrant article asking the voters 
to allow the Conservation Commission to develop a fee 
schedule for requests for determinations of applicability 
and certificates of compliance, as well as other in-field 
services. He said the department currently cannot cover 
its own $62,000 annual operating costs.

Selectmen Support MLT Land Pursuit

During the April 9 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Board of Selectmen, the conversations centered on a 
variety of grants for a variety of projects and propositions 
for everything from land acquisitions to buying antique 
fire trucks. 

Coming before the board was Mike Huguenin of 
the Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT). He enthusiastically 
discussed a large parcel of land that covered Prospect 
Road to the water's edge at Pine Island Pond. Marshlands 
and other tender buffer zones in the 120-plus acres have 
been for sale by the Hiller family. Huguenin called it a 
"wildlife corridor" with a $1.5 million price tag. 

Before sharing the MLT's plans for securing 
funding, Huguenin explained that, beyond the massive 
wildlife habitat the acreage has been identified as, it also 
has been recognized by the state as vulnerable wetlands 
within the municipality a major watershed area. 

Huguenin said the MLT would partner with the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition to seek and apply for various 
grants such as the state Land Acquisition for Natural 
Diversity grant. Municipal Vulnerability Preparedness 
grant, and a federal North American Wetlands 
Conservation Act grant. It is the hope of the MLT, he 
said, that these grants, along with private donations and 
a grant from Mattapoisett's Community Preservation 
Committee (CPC), could cover the purchase price. He 
added that the CPC money would not be necessary if a 
larger sum is secured through the grant process; however, 
it would not be spent if other funding sources could not 
be secured. 

Of the CPC grant application, Huguenin said the 
MLT asked for $250,000, which the organization would 
cover via bonding and tax levy Later in the evening, CPC 
Chairman John DeCosta confirmed that the committee 
had voted to forward the grant request to Town Meeting. 

Huguenin also asked the selectmen to provide the 
MLT with a letter of support and approval so they could 
proceed with grant applications, which the board agreed 
to do. 

DeCosta, flanked by committee members 
Margaret DeMello and Jodi Bauer, presented the list 
of CPC grants that were identified for inclusion in the 
May 13 Town Meeting Warrant. They are, along with the 
MLT request, $19,000 for repairs to antique fencing at 
the Cushing Cemetery; $15,000 to the Mattapoisett Bike 
Path for engineering studies for Phase 2; $20,000 for the 
renovation of the press box with ADA compliant features 
for the ORR Athletics Booster Club; and, $7,500 for the 
purchase of a 1921 fire engine that originally belonged to 
Mattapoisett and sought by the Fire Fighters Association.

ZBA Issues Special Permit for Converse Road 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 

By Sarah French Storer 

After months of deliberation and numerous 
public hearings, the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
issued a special permit Thursday night to Mark Ross and 
Margot Mims for their project at 195c Converse Road. 

The applicants proposed to elevate an existing 
house to make it FEMA compliant, using the same 
footprint of the prior house, except for an extension of a 
deck off the south side of the building. 

The existing non-conformity is the 14-foot setback 
to the northern property line. 

The applicants' attorney, John Markey, stated 
that there had been no change to the proposal since the 
February meeting, but cautioned the board to reference 
only the correspondence they had received pertaining to 
the current plan, dated January 29. He argued that the 
proposal does not increase the non-conformity, since the 
structure is not moving closer to the property line, only 
moving laterally along it. 

At a previous hearing, both the Planning Board 
and an abutter, Caroline Elkins of 195a Converse Road, 
suggested the board should consider the zoning bylaw 
section that governs the Flood Hazard District when 
considering this proposal, since the existing structure is 
located partially within the V zone. 

The board spent considerable time grappling with 
the bylaw section that states, "In the case of lots created 
before the date of enactment of this bylaw and with areas 
both in the Velocity Zone and outside the Velocity Zone, 
all structures built after the enactment of this bylaw shall 
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be located in the area outside the Velocity Zone. If this 
area is not sufficient to allow for the required zoning 
setbacks, the applicant may apply for a variance to allow 
lesser setbacks. The only exceptions are seawalls, piers, 
groins, wharves, weirs and similar structures." 

The board wasn't sure if the raising and extension 
of the structure should be considered new construction 
under this bylaw, and Elkins' attorney, Marc Deshaies, 
argued because the property is located within the Flood 
Hazard District, and because the applicant has the ability 
to build outside the V zone, that section does apply. 

Elkins, through her attorney, provided a letter to the 
board, which stated in part that the bylaw states "no 
new construction of any sort may be built in the Marion

[T]he only available option is to build outside the 
Velocity zone," wrote Elkins." This option is available to 
[Ross and Mims], as their property includes ample area 
for construction fully outside the Velocity zone." 

Markey asserted, "[The existing house is] 
lawfully in existence ... therefore not a structure being 
built, but modified." He added that the setbacks 
already are nonconforming, but will not become more 
nonconforming. 

Nonconforming structures in existence before the 
1999 zoning bylaw may be governed by the old setback 
requirements. 

"Arguably, you could be [increasing the 
nonconformity] if you are extending the structure, 
increasing the size of the nonconformity," said Carboni. 
"Anytime you increase the size of a nonconforming 
structure on a nonconforming lot, [you are] increasing the 
nonconformity." She urged the board to first examine the 
applicability of the bylaw, and underscored that, since 
the lot has area both in and out of the V zone, that section 
203-8.1E2 (no new construction in a V zone) applied, but 
that the board could look at other sections to inform their 
decision and to understand the intent of the bylaws. 

ZBA member Tad Wollenhaupt reiterated that 
section 230-8.1E1 states "no new construction of any sort" 
in the Marion Velocity zone. 

Carboni remarked that this was for lots entirely 
within the V zone, and could be used to "shed light" on 
the decision, but does not apply directly to the current 
application. 

Building Commissioner Scott Shippey, Carboni 
stated, has said that a property owner is allowed, by right, 
to raise a structure to make it FEMA compliant. 

The board discussed the applicability and 
merits of the different sections of the bylaw, but Carboni 
steered them back to 8.1E2, and advised them to "come 
to consensus" about the question of whether the 
construction was "new" or not, in order to move on to 
section 230-6.1, which allows construction within the V 
zone only when impossible to build outside of it. Carboni 
allowed that, if the board was trying to understand if the 
intent of the bylaw was to not allow any structure in the V 
zone, another section, 8.1E4, seemed to say construction is 


allowed. 

Carboni said she found section 8.1E2 as 
"ambiguous" and that it could be interpreted either way. 
Section 8.1E4 contemplates construction in the V zone, 
including improvements, and it could be defensible to 
interpret 8.1E2 in a similar way. 

"If the board finds it permissible," Carboni said, 
"then you go to 6.1 for expansion of a nonconforming 
structure." 

Leblanc also wanted the January 29 plan to go back 
before the Conservation Commission. 

Ultimately, the ZBA found that the proposed 
construction does not violate any provision of section 230- 
8.1 of the bylaw, and approved the special permit under 
section 6.1, stating that the proposed expansion is not 
substantially more detrimental than the existing structure. 

Also during the meeting, the board denied a 
variance for Wayne and Bonnie Camara, 222 Point Road, to 
build a two-car attached garage with less than the required 
setbacks. David Davignon, of N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates, submitted the "shape of lot" criteria as the 
evidence for a hardship, as required for a variance. The 
board responded to this assertion by suggesting that the 
Camaras could relieve the hardship by simply building a 
smaller garage. 

John and Jessica Peters, 20 South Street, were a 
no-show for their proposal for a special permit for setback 
relief for a gazebo and swimming pool; their abutters, 
however, asked questions and viewed the plans. 

Leblanc asked what the options were for the board 
if the applicant didn't show up again. Carboni noted that 
the board could close the hearing, but acknowledged that it 
was "uncharacteristic of this professional (Anthi Frangiadis) 
to not show up." The hearing was continued to May 2. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for April 18 at 6:30 pm in the Marion 
Town House.

This 
week, Murphy slid two plastic tubs of various colored 
and mixed candies across the conference table like it was 
a Candy Land game board and Murphy was challenging 
them to a game. 

Meanwhile, representatives for the Site Plan 
Review and Groundwater Protection District Special 
Permit request for Attorney Patricia McArdle on behalf of 
Sofia Darras presented the board with two plan change 
proposals. The first was the elimination of a swale left of 
the lot at 565 Rounseville Road, Plumb Corner, with that 
being replaced with two catch basins. The second was the 
removal of a section of pipe at the stormwater discharge 
into the wetlands and the introduction of some riprap and 
concrete there to improve the conditions. 

The representatives said that their client would 
next prepare a draft Approval Not Required as a result 
of the plan changes and subsequently complete a land 
conveyance to swap equal amounts of land between the 
abutting properties affected by the project, including 
the proposed 22-duplex age-restricted residential 
development slated for next door. 

Easements will also be granted for septic and 
infiltration and construction. 

The hearing was continued, however, because 
McArdle wanted further time to communicate with 
Darras over the latest plan proposal. 

In other matters, the board granted an Approval 
Not Required request for Muriel and Joseph Dvorski, 349 
High Street. The board members to the west of the table 
didn't comment much as they chewed and then rolled 
their tongues around and between their teeth and gums, 
hands clasped as if quietly waiting for an appropriate 
amount of time to pass before reaching for another candy. 

Planning Board member to the east, John 
DeMaggio, gave in to the urge to get up and reach long 
for a flawless candy grab 48 minutes into the meeting. 
After, as he looked west, his face expressed an obvious 
regret over not having grabbed a bigger handful. 

The next Planning Board meeting will feature 
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the public hearing for the Smart Growth Overlay District 
Zoning Bylaw slated for the Annual Town Meeting 
Warrant. Johnson said he hopes for a good turnout of 
residents who still have questions "in order to make 
a proper and good decisions on the night of Town 
Meeting." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for April 23 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Senior Center. 

ConCom to Support MLT Land Purchase Article 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Mike Huguenin of the Mattapoisett Land Trust 
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(MLT) on April 8 gave the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission an informal presentation on the 128-acre site 
the MLT is in the process of purchasing from members of 
the Hiller family. 

Known as the Pine Island Watershed Land 
Project, the property has three important aspects worthy 
of conservatorship, Huguenin said. 

First and foremost is the highly recognized 
wildlife habitat, which Huguenin described as part of a 
"key corridor" for all wildlife in the region. Second, he 
recognized the recreational opportunities that the now 
private thickly vegetated property could potentially offer. 
The third, Huguenin said, is the historical aspect of the 
land. 

According to Huguenin, the summer home of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes was located along part of the 
acreage in question. 

Huguenin said that the purchase price of $1.5 
million could be part of a three-way partnership, and 
that a warrant article was being prepared to ask for voter 
support at the Annual Town Meeting. That partnership, 
he explained, would find the MLT raising $500,000 from 
private donations, another $500,000 from Mattapoisett's 
Community Preservation Committee via a bond and 
levy program, and the Buzzards Bay Coalition would 
coordinate with the MLT with grant applications. 

Huguenin also said that he hoped the ConCom 
would be willing to hold the conservation restriction on 
the property in partnership with the BBC. 
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"We absolutely support projects of this sort," 
Conservation Commission Chairman Michael King stated. 
"We are happy to support you." 

The commission approved a motion to send 
a letter to the MLT formally giving the commission's 
support. 

Also during the meeting, recent activities was 
discussed. Spring is in the air! Trees and flowers are 
budding, bird songs fill the air, and the rousing sound 
of a backhoe illegally removing soil from jurisdictional 
wetlands easily caught the attention of residents who 
promptly reported the activity to the Conservation Agent 
Elizabeth Leidhold. 

"You know it's spring," Leidhold said after giving 
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her report to the commission - a report filled with various 
unpermitted activities. 

The first complaint on the list involved Brandt 
Point Village. Leidhold said she found the mandated 
turtle fencing in severe decline, and layers of trash 
mixed with soils are carpeting areas of the beleaguered 
subdivision. 

Leidhold said that the Planning Board had been 
unable to get the developer, Marc Marcus of Omega 
Financial, to respond to the board's numerous requests 
for answers, so Leidhold was unsure how successful she 
would be in contacting him regarding conservation issues. 

King instructed Leidhold to send Marcus a letter 
listing the problems and requesting a plan to remediate 
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Next on the list were problems with the 
erosion controls along the Water & Sewer Department's 
directional drilling project in the Point Connet and Pease's 
Point beach communities being performed by drilling 
subcontractor John Cardillo. Erosion control was one of 
several conditions placed on the construction work by the 
Conservation Commission. 

King said the office would send a letter indicating 
the issue must be corrected and returned to compliance 
with the permit. 

In a matter reported as the digging out of a pond 
off North Street in the Captain Lane's area, Leidhold 
said a son of the primary property owner in the area, 

Vera Gibbons, reported that a backhoe was being used to 
excavate material in a vernal pool and stream. 

Although Leidhold knew the name of the person 
doing the work, she stated, "I don't want to say who it is." 

King again believed the activity worthy of formal 
notification listing all jurisdictional areas being impacted, 
type of unpermitted activity, and a request for the parties 
involved to make an appearance and discuss the matter 
with the commissioners. 

In another matter where names were not spoken 
aloud, Leidhold said neighbors in the Shore Drive and 
Center Street beach community complained of trails being 
constructed in marshlands. King asked her to engage 
town counsel for what action the commission could take 
to stop and prevent further damage to the wetlands. 

(*The Wanderer was unable to reach Leidhold before 
press time to document the names she withheld of those 
responsible for the alleged violations. Those names will be 
published in the April 18 edition of The Wanderer, pending 
Leidhold's cooperation.) 

In other business, a Request for Determination of 
Applicability submitted by Matthew Souza and Gregory 
Vergotz, 9 Avenue A, for minor exterior improvements to 
an existing residence received a Negative determination 

James Babbitt, 40 Marion Road, received a 
Negative determination for his RDA for the installation of 
a shed on a concrete pad. 

A Notice of Intent filing by Paula Coffey, 64 Shore 
Road, to demolish a structure and construct a new home 
was approved. 
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A request for an extension to an existing order of 
conditions was granted to L.C. Grant, Marina Drive. 

Continued until April 22 was a Notice of Intent 
filing for a subdivision project known as Eldridge Estates 
of Prospect Road, by Scott Snow. The commission was 
satisfied with updates to the plan of record, including 
sewer and septic plans, but the applicant wished for 
the commission to make its decision after Snow's next 
meeting with the Planning Board. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for April 22 at 
6:30 pm in the Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. 

BOH Moves to Ban Sale of Flavored Nicotine, 
Tobacco 

Marion Board of Health

The Marion Board of Health has chosen May 7 to 
hold the public hearing on its proposed ban on flavored 
tobacco and nicotine delivery products, which would 
include flavored cigars and flavored liquids used in 
electronic vaping devices. 

This amendment to the existing tobacco and 
nicotine regulation was conceived in 2016, but the board 
sent it to the sidelines last year so it could take up the 
adult-use recreational marijuana ball and run with it. 
Now that the field is clear, the board is again ready to 
tackle the issue. 

The amendment to the regulation would add 
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three new definitions: characterizing flavor, flavored 
tobacco product, and adult-only retail tobacco store. 

A "characterizing flavor" is defined as a 
"distinguishable taste or aroma, other than the taste or 
aroma of tobacco. ..." Not considered a "characterizing 
flavor", however, are products with the aroma or taste of 
menthol, mint, or wintergreen. 

A second definition, "flavored tobacco product," 
encompasses anything with the aforementioned 
characterizing flavor. 

The other definition, "adult-only tobacco retail 
store", is defined as an establishment not required to 
possess a retail food permit whose primary purpose is to 
sell tobacco products and paraphernalia, and entrance is 
restricted to people 21 and older. 

The amendment would restrict the sale of 
flavored tobacco and nicotine to adult-only tobacco retail 
stores, of which there are currently none in Marion. 

For many months, the Board of Health was 
bent on becoming the first town in the entire country to 
successfully ban the sale of menthol cigarettes, but earlier 
this year the board abandoned that agenda. 

The regulation amendment, written by and 
presented to the board by Cheryl Sbarra, the senior 
staff attorney and director of the Tobacco Cessation and 
Prevention Program and Chronic Disease Prevention 
Program for the Massachusetts Association of Health 
Boards, would prohibit the sale of flavored tobacco and 
nicotine products in any of the existing establishments

that currently sell cigarettes, cigars, e-cigarettes, and 
vaping products. 

There was no quorum on April 9 during the 
board's regular meeting so no vote was taken to move 
the amendment forward to public hearing, but, according 
to Health Agent Karen Walega, that vote could be taken 
at the board's next meeting. As for the language of the 
amendment, Walega confirmed that it would likely be 
presented as-is, saying, "I think were just waiting on 
[town counsel]." 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
is scheduled for April 23 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House.

sewer, and roads. These assets need to be replaced, 
maintained, and repaired. Without capital spending, the 
Town's infrastructure effectively dies from lack of capital 
nourishment. This is the result of years of unfunded 
accumulated depreciation and deferred maintenance. The 
longer investment is deferred the more it costs. These are 
not special interest projects looking to raid the community 
treasury. 

For the first time in a decade, Marion has a 
majority board of selectmen competent and capable to 
form a leadership base to get Marion back on track after 
a train wreck. The help wanted sign is out for capable 
and experienced citizens to volunteer for boards and 
committees to run and manage our community. 

The selectmen are not only dealing with 
significant asset management issues but EPA regulatory 
compliance deadlines and contentious litigations with 
the Buzzards Bay Coalition. The Selectmen are tasked 
with the extraordinary event of rebuilding the senior 
management team with a new Town Administrator, 

DPW Director, and Treasurer Tax Collector. These guys 
could use community help and support in managing 
and minimizing the adverse consequence of all work 
necessary to start cleaning up this mess. 

Monday, May 13 is the annual Town Meeting. 

This is the time we gather as a collective body to 
determine how we will run our community, make choices, 
set priorities, spending, and then vote on the due's 
assessment. Yes, there is a forecasted 7.78% tax impact in 
addition to adverse adjustments in water and sewer rates. 

Town Meeting will deal with $40.8 million of 
spending authorizations, approvals, and commitments for 
fiscal year 2020. 

First $29.1 million is for the three operating 
budgets: Town $23.7 million, sewer $3.1 million, 
and water $2.2 million. This is financed by taxes and 
enterprise fund user fees. 

Second $11.7 is capital spending; including $3.5 
from money on hand; sewer $5.1 million and water 
$3.1 million. There are also $1.2 million of Community 
Preservation Act projects for approval including $800,000 
to start work on the Town House. Debt authorizations are 
$8 million to carry water and sewer project financing. 

Public Information Meetings are scheduled for 
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Music Hall April 18, spending, and May 9, trash issues 
and warrant articles.

Sippican Lands Trust's Executive Director, Jim 
Bride, praised TerraCorps for their dedication and service 
to land conservation work around the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts.

Sippican Historical Society 

In 1998, the Sippican Historical Society 
commissioned an architectural survey of Marion's historic 
homes and buildings. The survey was funded one-half 
by the Sippican Historical Society and one-half by the 


Massachusetts Historical Commission. Due to the limits 
of funding, not all of the historic buildings were surveyed, 
but over 100 were catalogued and photographed. 

The results of the survey are in digital form on the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission's website and in 
four binders in the Sippican Historical Society's office 
(and at the Marion Town Clerk's office). 

Marion (Old Rochester) is one of the oldest towns 
in the United States, and the Sippican Historical Society 
maintains an extensive collection of documentation on 
its historic buildings. The Sippican Historical Society 
will preview one building a week so that the residents of 
Marion can understand more about its unique historical 
architecture.

Diane. Starring Mary Kay Place and Andrea Martin. 
Directed by Kent Jones. Running time: 95 minutes. 

No MPAA rating, but equivalent to R for language. In 
limited theatrical release and on streaming platforms. 

Some independent movies wear their 
miserablism as a badge of perverse pride. "We will 
make you look at despair, poverty, sickness, the 
fragility of existence," they promise us, "for your 
own good. Eat your spinach and recognize our noble 
intentions." These movies think being a depression 
delivery system is enough to qualify as art. Then 
there are films like First Reformed and now Diane that 
forge life's intractable aspects into something greater, 
but quieter, than the sum of its parts. Diane devotes 
itself to the inner life, guilt and disappointments of 
Diane (Mary Kay Place), a 70-year-old woman drifting 
through bleak, snowy rural Massachusetts, trudging 
through altruistic activities in order to make up for ... 
something. A bit of selfishness in her past, which may 
or may not be relevant to the pains and problems she 
faces now. 

The literal-minded may look askance at 
Diane — why punish this basically good woman for 
a lapse decades ago? But Diane doesn't punish Diane; 
Diane herself does. Mary Kay Place, a reliable and 
often inspired character actor for some 40 years, fills 
out a role written for her by director Kent Jones (in 
his fictional debut, after some documentaries). Place 
makes Diane gentle and thoughtful but with a strong 
prickly streak — Diane is no angel. Neither is she a 
devil, nor is her troublesome addict son Brian (Jake 
Lacy), who morphs from foul-mouthed and resentful 
to annoyingly pious once he gets Jesus. There are 
no villains here, just humans ground down a bit by 
the world. Even Brian's journey isn't as simple as it 
sounds. Nobody's is. 

Diane is not strictly a work of entertainment, 
but its level of craft and insight makes it enjoyable; the 
way it lingers on the subtle, the quiet, the unspoken 
human moment, and trusts us to be patient and adult , 
is refreshing. Diane sits at the hospital bedside of her 
dying cousin (Deirdre O'Connell), or sits across from 
an old friend (Andrea Martin) at a buffet. She has a 
support system of sorts, even if she may not feel she 




deserves one. As far as she's concerned, her job is 
to serve and to submerge her own emotions (which 
bubble up unbidden anyway). Diane was executive- 
produced by Martin Scorsese, and in a way it's as 
much about faith and its discontents as any of his own 
serious works about religion ( Last Temptation of Christ, 
Kundun , Silence). Diane nails herself to a cross every 
day for that one time she decided to feed her hungry 
ghost in a big way at the expense of those who trusted 
her. Kent Jones feeds this to us bit by bit, in naturalistic 
exchanges and undramatic (or undramatically 
presented) incidents. Here and there we find beauty, 
such as the warm smile of an older fellow Diane 
regularly feeds at the local food pantry. Played by 
Charles Weldon, a journeyman actor who died last 
December at age 78, this fellow drops in to offer Diane 
some perspective on her sorrow. 

One other valuable thing Diane does is to 
center on a woman entering her eighth decade, and to 
fill the frame with friends and family mostly around 
her age or older (such as 91-year-old Estelle Parsons, 
who seemingly hasn't lost a step). These women may 
be closer to death than to birth but they still have 
some arrows left in their quivers. These characters 
were young and stupid once, and they regret it (or 
they don't). As loneliness starts closing in on Diane, 
she vents about it in her journal, in short lines that 
structurally resemble some teenager's emo poetry 
and that's when the full concept snapped into focus 
for me. David Cronenberg is worth quoting at length 
here: "There's no such thing as an old person. There's 
a person who has been broken on the rack of pain 
and infirmity, but there's really no old person. When 
someone dies at eighty, it's the death of a young 
person. I see that." Diane sees it, too.
